Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Spectal.}—

Castro hes outraged French dignity to the 
point where an immediate apology must be 
forthcoming, with adequate reparation to 
M. Taigny, the French chargé ¢’affaires, or 


guns will be booming along the Venesuelan 
coast. 


The only thing which causes France to hee 
itate in the administration of summary chas- 
tisement to Venezuela is the conference 
over Morocoo in progress at Algeciras 

In some ways it is remerkable thet two 
Questions arising in connection with coun- 
tries thousands of miles apart end eo wide- 
ly dissimilar, should affect the ability, of a 
powerful nation ike France to avenge an in- 
sult with the promptness necessary for its 
complete obliteration. But the government 
at Paris does not know whet the Moroccan 
conference may bring forth. It may be a 
peaceful adjustment of the differences with 
Germany; it may be war, though this de- 
pends upon the attitude of Great Britain. 

In thie state of nervous ignorance it would 
be the height of folly, from the point of view 
of some of the French statesmen who par 
ticipated in the cabinet deliberations in Par's 
today, to embark upon an adventure in 
South America which might arouse iN feeling 
in the United States and affect the action of 
the American delegates in the discussion 
at Algeciras. Morocco is of far greater 
importance to France than Venezuela, and, 
besides, is a subject of immediate concern, 
whereas the Venezuelan question can be al- 
lowed to dribble along with threats until the 
Algeciras conference is ended. Then France 
can devote herself with a free hand to ad- 
ministering the spanking to President Castro, 
which her people and the government of the 
United States believe he should receive. 

Cause of French Anger. 

Ambassador Jusserand, representing the 
French government, has received from M. 
Taigny, who is at Curagao, a long explana- 
tion of his exclusion from Venezuela, There 
is no question in the mind of the French am- 
bassador or in that of any officials, including 
SWcretary Root, with whom he talked this 
afternoon, that President Castro seized-the 


| Opportunity to further offend France. 


In the first place, in delivering to the Ven- 
ezuelan government the note concerning the 
cancellation of the concession to the French 
Cable company, which President Castro de- 
clared offensive, M. Taigny acted in strict 
observance with instructions he had received 
from Paris. His subsequent action also was 
in accordance with official Instructions. So 
the French claim that President Castro in 
visiting his displeasure upon its representa- 
tive, really is guilty of an insulting action 
towards the Paris government. 

It is true, as stated, that when M. Taigny 
boarded the French steamer at La Guayra 
to obtain letters and dispatches he had ceased 
to be the chargé d’affaires of France in Ven- 
ezuela, because a few days previously Mr. 
Russell, the American minister, in compli- 
ance with the request of France, announced 
a rupture of the relations between France 
and Venezuela. But M. Taigny continued, 
nevertheless, the diplomatic representative 
of France, and as such was entitled to all 
the privileges and immunities which attached 
to such office until he had formally left the 
country. 


President Castro’s Position. 


Evidently President Castro did not see the 
matter in this light. M. Taigny personally 
was objectionable to him, though he never 
communicated this fact to the French gov- 
ernment, gave by intimation, and a chance to 
get rid of him presenting ftself, he promptly 
took advantage of it and refused to let him 
come ashore once he was aboard a French 
steamship. 

The dock to which the steamer was moored 
is owned by an English company, which 
under the terms of its concession is permit- 
teck to charge a fee upon every person using 
the dock to reach a vessel: M. Taigny paid 
no such fee. Moreover, he boarded the ship 
without the permission of the Venezuelan au- 
thorities, and they claim that this he should 
have obtained, as does every one else. The 
rule in this case ig strict, and je enforced in 
order to prevent the introduction of yellow 
fever into the country. 

But M. Taigny explains that he had never 
paid such a fee or asked for a permit during 
all the time he was in Venesuela, nor has any 
other diplomat, and as a matter of fact, ex- 
ceptions to the rule are made whenever the 
government or an official 10 com plaisant. 


French Cruisers Are Ready. 

From the French point of view its case 
against Venezuela ig strong enough for ac- 
tion. Four French cruisers which were held 
in Martinique have steamed to Trinidad, 
which is within two hours’ steaming of the 
Venezuelan coast, and which was the base 
of operations of the allied British, German, 
and Italian squadrons during the blockade 
they instituted in the winter of 1902. It is 
not likely, when warlike operations begin, 
that Great Britain will permit Trinidad to 
serve France as a military base, as this 
might subject British subjects and interests 
in Venezuela to rough treatment. Besides, 
President Castro is endeavoring to conciliate 
Great Britain, showing more policy in his 
dealing with foreign nations than he has 
displayed in the past. He has issued a de- 
cree removing the surtax of 80 per cent upon 
imports from the Caribbean sea islands. This 
surtax was directed especially against Trini- 
dad, had been in force some years, and was 
applied as a measure of retaliation against 
the British government, which, Castro 
claimed, permitted that colony to de a refuge 
for Venezuelan revolutionists.

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DEPEW LOSING HIS MIND? 


Senator Is Suffering from Recur- 
rent Aphasia and Melancholy. 


ILLUSORY FOES HIS DREAD. 


Delusion That Every One Has Turned 
Against Him Weighs on Old Man. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
Senator Depew, who is in his seventy-third 
year, is suffering from aphasia and melan- 
cholia, his closest friends here have been in- 
formed. The senator suddenly was seized 
with aphasia at dinner one night recently, it 
is reported here. He knew perfectly what 
he wished to say and tried to express his 
thoughts, but failed. | 

An educated man, whose mind is clear and 
whose vocal organs are unimpaired, but who 
cannot perfectly use or understand spoken 
or written language, has aphasia, In most 
cases the affection depends on a lesion of the 
brain, almost always on the left side. 


Suffers Recurring Attacks. 

Senator Depew’s first attack was brief. It 
was followed by others of longer duration. 
He came here unexpectedly on Tuesday. 
None of his household was looking for him. 
He announced he would go to the sengte next 
day, but instead he went to New York at 
noon. 

He had been seized with aphasia on his 
way to the capital, it is reported here, and 
his relatives determined immediately to con- 
sult his physicians in New York. Besides 
they wished tosave the senator from possible 
annoyance and perhaps humiliation in the 
senate chamber. 

Depew’s melancholia takes the form of a 
belief that every one is seeking to attack him 
for alleged misdeeds. On his way to the 
capitol he constantly expressed the fear that 
the senators would not receive him cor- 
any. His old associates vainly tried to 
prove to him that euch fears were ground- 


less. 
Fails to Recognize Friend. 

An intimate friend of Depew visited him a 
day or two ago. At first Depew did not know 
his friend, but in a brief time he recognized 
his visitor and talked to him for half an hour 
most lucidly and animatedly. 

Another close friend who saw Depew fe- 
cently thus describes his condition: 

“ The senator will talk rationally and, per- 
haps, with some of his old spirit. Suddenly 
his eyes will become blank and he will be 
powerless to continue the conversation. This 
condition will last for varying periods, but it 
recurs more and more frequently.” 

Depew will not return to the senate, it is 


Mrs. Depew Not Estranged. 

New York, Jan. 19.—[{Special.)—A dispatch 
from Cannes printed here says that a report 
which has been current in New York that 
Mrs. Chauncey M. Depew had left her hus- 
band is not true. Mrs. Depew and her 
mother are at a hotel in Cannes. They au- 
thorized a dental of the. rumor, and said 
Mrs. Depew’s il] health is the sole cause of 
her absence from her husband.

He will retire from social life, to 
take better care of his health.”

THIRD TERM FOR ROOSEVELT? 


Jacob A. Riis Believes That Presi- 
dent Will Run Again. 


„ MONEY POWER” AS ISSUE.

Prediction That All Partisan and Party Plant Near Buffngtou tö Cost from 


Lines Would Be Wiped Out. 


Toledo, O., Jan. 19.—[Special.)—‘‘ If duty 
Gemanded that President Roosevelt continue 
this fight he would do it. I know he does 
not wam to become a candidate for another 
term, but at the bottom of his heart he be- 
lieves the people will fight for him.“ 

This statement was made by Jacob A. 
Riis, a close friend of President Roosevelt, 
writer of a biography of him, this after- 
noon in an interview on the war between 
special privileged interests on one side and 
the people on the other, which Mr. Rlis pro- 
dicts. 

This war, Riis says, may last three, five, 
or even tem years before the people are vic- 
torious. It will wipe out partisanship and 
parties—the first indications of which, says 
Riis, will be seen at the congressional elec- 
tions to be held im 1907. 

But suppose the fight isn’t finished when 
President Roosevelt's time expires in 1900?“ 
he was asked. 

Thinks Renomination Probable. 

Then came the reply as to the probability 
of a renomination for the president. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Riis said: 

We have had three great struggles in this 
country. The first was led by Washington, 
the second by Lincoln, the third—O, this Is 
the greatest struggle of them all—it is the 
fight against the money power, the organized 
privilege grabbers. And Roosevelt will lead 
the people to victory in this struggle. 

Roosevelt is fighting the greatest tyrant 
of them all Slavery affected only the south, 
but the momey power means the enslavement 
of all human beings and all homes. The 
product of human hands is controlled by this 
power and this means slavery of the entire 
human race. 

„When it comes to a question of righteous- 
ness and unrighteousness you know where 
the president stands.” 

This he said apropos of the suggestion that 
party lines would be wiped out in this fight. 


Partisanship to Be Wiped Out. 

„Outwardly party lines will be maintained, 
but it would not surprise me to see partisan- 
ship disregarded entirely,” replied Mr. Riis. 

„ don’t say that all people who differ from 
President Roosevelt are crooks,“ he added, 
in a thoughtful manner. “ People who hon- 
estly differ from the president will agree 
with him in the end, but all the crooks differ 
with Roosevelt all the time. 

% Just now these crooks are trying to dis- 
credit the president. But they will find they 
are making a losing fight. Why, you have 
seen it here in your own state—corporations 
have elected and controlled your legislature 
for their own selfish ends. It is so in other 
parts of the country. The people are learn- 
ing these things, and they are rising in their 
might to overthrow them as they did in 
Ohio.“ | 

Causes Stir in Washington,

STEEL COMPANY’S BIG PLAN.

A model town which will be built by the 
Illinois Steel company in connection with

Mr. Corey has achieved notoriety within 
the last two months by reason of his infat- 
uation for Mabelle Gilman, an actress, and 
his consequent domestic difficulties. It is 
understood that the plans of the company 
to give the new town his name include a de- 
sire to express confidence in him and to rec- 
ognize his qualities as an organizer and ex- 
ecutive. .

Fees Apparently Held Back. 


Another form of graft brought to light ts 
more mysterious in character. It appears 
that during the administration of Mr. Linn 
deductions of various sums from the amount 
of fees and other receipts returned to the 
county controller were made daily. These 
deductions ranged from 89 to $756 a day, it is 
alleged. They were made in the guise of 
fees to which the clerk was supposed to be 
ent it led. 

According to the evidence secured on this 
point an employé who served throughout 
Linn’s control of the office and now holds the 
same position under Mr. Vall was accus- 
tomed to make the deductions from the 
amount of receipts sent to the controller at 
the close of business every day. The daily 
report showing the amount returned was 
then changed to correspond with the sum 
deposited. A proper accounting of the dis- 
position of the receipts all the way from 
the payer of the fees to the controller never 
existed, it is declared. The graft from this 
gource is said to total several thousand dol- 
lars. exact amount can only be deter- 
mined by a detailed examination of the books 
and vouchers by expert accountants. 


Jury Fees a Rich Field. 


The graft from jury fees was discovered not 
only by the Citizens’ association investiga- 
tors, but by Mr. Vail himself soon after he 
succeeded to the office vacated by Mr. Linn. 
Under the old system of paying jurors in 
vogue under the Linn administration a venire- 


man or a juryman, after serving the required 


time, was given a voucher signed by the min- 
ute clerk in the court to which he had been 
assigned. The juryman then presented this 
‘youcher to the chief’ clerk of the court in 
which he had been engaged and received in 
a warrant for the amount, drawn 
on the controller. There were many meth- 
ode of grafting these jurors’ fees and the 
@iscoveries of the investigators show that 
few. opportunities were overlooked by some 
of the employés under Linn. 
In a great many instances the jurors never 
called for their warrants, and clerks cashed 
them instead. In other cases the fee of 


à juror who had served one day was increased 


to the amount for two weeks’ service and 
the warrant was cashed by an obliging clerk, 
who would then pay the juror the one day's 
fee and pocket the difference. This scheme 
was systematically worked in the case of for- 
eign and ignorant veniremen and jurors. 
Other forms of grafting fees were from the 
charges for certified copies of documents, 
appearance fees, etc. Just how much the 
profit from this source amounted to is an- 


3 other question that can be determined only 


a searching examination of the records 
and even then on kecount of the methods in 
accounting in vogue only an approximate 
estimate can be reached. 


Vail Institutes Reforms. 


When Mr. Vail discovered these forms of 
graft in the office to which he had succeeded 
he set about reforming the evil. This was 
before the irregularities were brought to the 
attention of the Citizens’ aseociation. He 
threw safeguards around the certification of 
copies of documents and provided a new sys- 
tem of paying jurors, by which warrants un- 
called for are malled to the payee’s home 
address. 

Mr. Vail, while admitting the possibilities of 
graft in the conduct of his 6ffice, denied that 
any charge had been made against him by 
the Citizens’ association, or that he had been 
guilty of any irregularities. 

1 invited Mr. Singleton to go through my 
books when the first intimation of an in- 
vestigation came to me.“ said Mr. Vail, and 
I still am ready for the most searching in- 
vestigation which they may institute. I have 
no relatives on the pay roll and have not 
had at any time. The best comment on the

Barge Opportunities for Graft. 


Mr. Vail, While denying that he knew of 
any irregularities in Mr. Linn's conduct of 
the office, explained the possibilities of 
“knocking down in the Superior court. 

“There was a great opportunity when I 
first took the office for graft in giving certi- 
fied copies of documents to lawyers,” said 
he. “ The seal of the office was on a large 
table, where all the clerks had easy access 
to it, and it would have been an easy matter 
for an irresponsible clerk to have a certified 


copy made, put on the seal, and pocket the 


fee. Other chances were in appearance fees 


and in uncashed jurors’ warrants. I found

Title and Trust Company As- 
sumes Charge of the Bank- 
rupt Firm's Affairs.

LIST OF DEBTS GROWING. 


Liabilities of Coneern Now Are 
Believed to Be as High as 
$700,000. 


That the failure of the grain firm of Me- 
Reynolds & Co. is much worse than at first 
believed developed yesterday when several 
presidents of institutions involved estimated 
the firm's Mabilities at nearly $700,000. They 
placed the assets between $300,000 and $400,- 
000, although how h of this property is 


‘available was decla to be extremely doubt- 


ful until the books are examined. 

The most startling feature of the failure 
was the charges that warehouse receipts for 
grain which were given to creditors‘ere not 
all they were represented to be. The charges 
were made by Attorney Noble B. Judah be- 
fore Judge S. H. Bethea in the federal court 
in the morning when application was made 
for the appointment of a receiver for the 
grain flem. * 

Judge Bethea apointed the Chicago Title 
and Trust company as receiver and that con- 
cern placed W. C. Niblack in charge of the 
bankrupt firm’s aXairs. The receiver gave 
$50,000 bonds, to be increased if the court 
finds that assets aggregating more than this 
amount are likely to pass through the hands 
of the receiver at any one time. 


Many Brokerage Firms Lose. 

Rosenthal, Kurz & Hirsch! filed the orig- 
inal petition in involuntary bankruptcy. 
Later Attorneys Judah and John S. Goodwin 
appeared on behalf of the banks involved in 
the crash. Both petitions were considered as 
one, and Attorney Goodwin was appointea 
counsel for the receiver. 

Among the score of board of trade creditors 
represented by Attorney Jacob Ringer are 
Bartlett, Frazier & Carrington, Harris, Scot- 
ten & Co., Nash, Wright & Co., W. F. Johnson 
& Co., Creighton & Co., Freeman Bros., Van 
Ness & Co. 

When Judge Bethea asked Francis A. Rid- 
dle, attorney for McReynolds & Co., to ex- 
plain the cause of the failure, Mr. Riddle re- 
plied laconically: “* Busted, that's all.“ 

The petition of Attorney Rosenthal sets up 
as an act in bankruptcy that McReynolds 
transferred much of the assets of the firm 
to Pringle, Fitch & Rankin, another board of 
trade firm, within the last four months. 

Various rumors of irregularities arose dur- 
ing the day. One of them was that all the 
warehouse receipts sent to the banks had 
been registered by one of the employés of 
McReynolds & Co. This was denied by H. A. 
a weigher at the board of trade. 

‘Every receipt which passed through my 
hands from McReynolds & Co. was correct in 
every particular,“ said he. l I do not believe 
there are any irregularities of that kind.“ 


Assets of Bankrupt Firm. 


The assets of the bankrupt firm include 
two elevator properties in Chicago and an 
equity in an elevator in St. Louis. Attorney 
Riddle admitted that there are only 20,000 
bushels of grain in the elevators available 
as assets. Mr. Foss investigated the con- 
tents of the elévator Bat Wood street and the 
south branch and found 600,000 bushels, con- 
sisting of wheat, corn, oats, and rye. Ele- 
vator A South Chicago was said to contain 
1,200,000 bushels of grain. 

How much of this grain is tied up with 
warehouse receipts against it and how 
much clear can be discovered only when a 
thorough examination of the books has been 

According to John J. Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Trust and Savings bank, 
one of the heaviest losers of the banks in- 
volved, the elevator properties are worth 
about $400,000. 

Elevator A is said to be worth $300,000, but 
it is incumbered with a mortgage of $125,000, 
and B elevator is estimated to be worth from 
$80,000 to $120,000. 

President Mitchell estimated the loss to 
his institution probably would reach $50,000. 
Other information, however, places the loss 
at a much higher figure, as the bank carried 
$150,000 of loans.

The National Park bank of New York holds 
certificates to the amount of $60,000, and a 
number of banks in country towns and 
smaller grain centers also are believed to 
have been hit hard. , 

“It looks to me like a case of misplaced 
confidence,”” said John J. Mitchell. Mr. 
McReynolds was considered one of the most 
honorable men on the beard of trade and was 
a great churchman. Should it develop that 
he has given us warehouse receipts for grain 
in his elevators and then shipped the grain 
out, I am afraid it will bean unpleasant case. 
Mr. Me Reynolds does not seem to be able to 
explain anything. 

“When I asked him if he had speculated, 
he admitted he had a little. What that may 
mean I don’t know.“ 


Blamed for High Living. 


High living on the part of George S. Mc- 
Reynolds is declared to be largely responsi- 
ble for the failure. Attorney Jacob Ringer 
said McReynolds in the last few years had 
used from $40,000 to $50,000 a year for liv- 
ing expenses. He has figured in society af- 
fairs. McReynolds himself attributes his 
failure to four years of poor business. A 
statement made by the banks is to the ef- 
fect that McReynolds made $50,000 last 
year 

“ McReynolds has been borrowing money 
from the banks on that kind of certificates 
for a year more,“ said Attorney Ringer. 
“The crash is bad, and will be seen to be 
much worse when the books are examined. 
This thing probably will reach deeper than 
the banks think just now.“ 

The entire matter will be taken up today by 
a referee in bankruptcy. An effort will be 
made to prove that most of the warehouse 
receipts on which loans were secured were 
registered by an employé of the firm, who 
either knew or did not know they were bogus. 


“Screw Is Loose Somewhere. 

“I don’t think that the failure had any 
effect on the trading in futures, but it may 
have created a little unrest,” said a broker. 
There are other concerns doing business 
here that could not stand much punishment. 
It seems deplorable that the grain business 
should be in its present unsatisfactory condi- 
tion while every other branch of business is 


enjoying great prosperity. A screw is loose 


somewhere and the authorities could do noth- 
ing better than to go to the bottom of the 
trouble and patch up the leaks.“

Building Trades Send Committee to 
Federation to Insist That It For-

The Federation of Labor was placed yes- 
terday in the anomalous position of occupy- 
ing headquarters in a building where all the 
union employés are on strike. The strike, 
which is against the Garden City block, was 
kept qulet until last night when the Asso- 
ciated Building Trades made an investiga- 
tion, found nonunion men at work, and today 
will attempt to have the labor headquarters 
removed to offices that are fair. 

It is expected that the federation officers 
will resist the attempt to move, because the 
resolutions adopted by the Building Trades 
council were signed by President Martin B. 
Madden, who is at war with the party 
now in control of the federation. If this 
situation develops the strike may become a 
serious issue in the federation election to- 
morrow. 

The Building Trades council appointed a 
committee, consisting of W. E. Donneiley, 
J. F. Cleary, and Thomas Kearney,.to wait 
or: the owner of the building, and if he re- 
fuses to employ the old union men to appeal 
to Secretary E. N. Nockels of the federation 
to look for other quarters at once. 


Complain to Building Trades. 

The complaint came to the building trades 
from the three unions affected by the strikes 
—the firemen, engineers, and elevator men. 
A delegation headed by J. A. Cleary, repre- 
senting the firemen, explained the situa- 
tion. 

We do not consider it proper that the 
headquarters. of the central labor body of 
Chicago should be located in a building 
the owner of which refuses to recognize the 
unions,’’ he said. 

Cleary represented that at least six unions 
occupy Offices in the Garden City block, and 
that union men who visit these offices dally 
are compelled to ride in nonunlon ele- 
vators, warm themselves beside non- 
unlon radiators, and witness windows 
being washed and floors scrubbed by non- 
union men and women. 5 

The Associated Building Trades, at its 
meeting, also adopted resolutions praising 
Mayor Dunne for “ achieving the great re- 
sults for the cause of municipal ownership 
indicated by the passage of the municipal 
8 ordinances through the city coun- 
cil. 


Madden Plans a Coup. 


Madden is said to be planning another 
coup at the Federation of Labor election, 
which is to be held tomorrow at Brand's hall. 
Two hundred men, it is said, have been en- 
gaged to march to the hall in a body, and de- 
mand that delegates from unions which have 
been refused admittance to the federation be 
allowed to cast votes. ' 

To guard against a possible raid on the bal- 
lot boxes, such as occurred last summer, the 
police will be asked to keep the hall, where the 
voting is in progress, cleared of all except 
bona fide delegates. 

One of the Madden plans feil through when 
Miss Georgia Teeters, president of the wait- 
resses union, refused to act as a watcher.“ 
Madden had counted upon Miss Teeters as a 
‘** peacemaker.’’

Mayor Confident That City 


Will Own and Operate the 
Street Car Lines. 


MAY TRY CONTRACT PLAN 


Aldermen’ Who Withdrew Oppo- 
sition to Ordinances Now 
Pledge Loyalty.

Mayor Dunne yesterday had visions of mu- 
nicipal street cars running immediately 
in CRhleago. He acknowledges there are 
many things to be done yet, among them 
being a decision from the Supreme court that 
the Mueller law certificates which he wishes 
to issue are legal and the finding of people 
who. are willing to buy them afterwards, as 
well as the securing of a majority of votes 
for his plans at the April election. But all 
these he regards as mere formalities which 
will settle themselves. 

He made it plain that Ald. Dever had 
spoken with authority at the council meet- 
ing on Thursday when he said the mayor's 
old contract plan was yet alive and an 
attempt would: be made to put in into force 
ifthe requisite majority for municipal own- 
ership is secured in April. 

Explains the Contract Plan.“ 

“The ordinances passed yesterday,” sai” 
he, in no wise interfere with the contract 
plan’ ordinance, which should also be passed 
by the city council, as it works right in line 
with the Mueller law ordinance. It is simply 
a plan for the construction of the road, and 
the property could be turned over to the city 
as soon as the certificates are sold. 

“The city could get the money through a 
sinking fund, but that would take a long 
time, and the ‘ contfact plan’ is to have the 
road constructed at once. 
proposed to have the company retain contro! 
one moment after the city has the money to 
pa~ for it.” 

This contract plan is generally credited 
to the imagination of Mayor Tom Johnson of 
Cleveland. It proposes to take 142 miles of 
the cream of the street car tracks of Chi- 
cago and give a franchise for them to a com- 
pany which Mr. Johnson was to form, which 
would operate the road on a profit sharing 
arrangement with the city, the latter to take 
it over when it has the money to buy It. 

It was generally regarded at the time it 
was proposed as a good thing for M. John- 
son and his fellow promoters, but it met with 
short shrift’ in the council, for the reason it 
would disrupt the street car system of Chi- 
cago, and passengers would have to pay two 
fares where they can now travel for one. 


Mayor Surprised and Glad. 


Mayor Dunne probably was the most sur- 
prised man in Chicago Thursday when the 
council took the action it did. He was the 
last person looking for it, and he did not thor- 
oughly wake up to what had happened until 
yesterday. Then he rejoiced openly and was 
glad. 

It is my turn to laugh,” said he, smiling 
happily. I have been ridiculed and my 
motives misconstrued for advocating the 
thing which the council did yesterday. It 
ts the third of the great municipal ownership 
victories in Chicago. 

„The first was when the Mueller law was 
passed through a hostue legislature. The 
second was the election as mayor of a man 
who held that this city should own Its street 
railway system and that its citizens are as 
capable of running its own affairs as are 
those of 142 citties in other countries. 

“ The third came when, without any trades 
or understanding whatever, fourteen or fif- 
teen men in the city council who had begn 
voting against municipal ownership came 
over in a body to the twenty-one men who 
bad stood loyally for it from start to finish. 

Nothing but the power of public opinion, 
the real public opinion of the people, can ac- 
count for it. The municipal ownership senti- 
ment is waxing here as well as all over the 
United States.“ ‘ 


Loyalty Pledged by Aldermen. 

During the morning Ald. Kunz, Coughlin, 
Dailey, and others who had come to the res- 
cue of his ordinances the day before called 
on the. mayor to assure him they were for 
municipal ownership first, last, and all the 
time, and Cato Sells of Vinton, Ia., sent a 
telegram reading: 

My hearty congratulations on your splen- 
did victory for mugicipal ownership. Right 
is mighty and will prevail.“ 

Mayor Dunne insisted that his certificate 
ordinance is drawn in accordance with the 
Mueller law, and gays he has the opinion 
of Clarence 8. Darrow to sustain him in this. 
Other lawyers, however, think differently, 
and that was one of the contentions Ald. 
Foreman made in the council meeting. 

One Ordinance Is Criticised. 

Jam satisfied the Mueller law is perfect- 
ly good,“ Ald. Bennett said, but the trouble 
with this ordinance is that it does not com- 
ply with the law.“ 

In my opinion,” said Ald. Foreman, the 
ordinance is bad because it does not comply 
with the provision of the Mueller law which 
provides that an ordinance for the issuance 
of certificates shall state definitely the lines 
of street railway and the amount of an issue 
of certificates. It seeks to allow of the ex- 
penditure of vast sums of money without 
any check or approval by the people.“ 

The story was started that President Wal- 
ter L. Fisher of the Municipal Voters’ league 
would try to have the council reconsider the 
vote by which it refused to put the franchise 
extension ordinances on the little ballot ”’ 
under the public policy act,“ but nobody 
paid much attention to it. The friends of 
these ordinances all declared it would be 
the height of nonsense to submit to the peo- 
ple ordinances which the companies had said 
they would not accept. As the case stands 
now, the question as to whether they want 
municipal ownership or not will be submitted 
squarely to the voters in a way where their 
decision counts for something.

Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—Cali- 
fornia accorded a pleasing reception to the 
Chicago Commercial association delegation 
through the mercantile organizations and 
executives of San Bernardino, Redlands, and 
Riverside, where the party spent the day. 

These cities take pride in their beautiful 
scenic surroundings, and, notwithstanding a 
steady downfall of rain, the visitors enjoyed 
drives among the orange and lemon groves 
and along the beautiful avenues of residential 
districts. 

Receptions followed the drives in each city, 
but the limited stay of the hustlers precluded 
oratory, with the exception of at Riverside, 
where Mesers.

New Tork, Jan. 10.~[Special.]—Capt. 

James Cardiff of Mrs. Susan Day Parker's 
steam yacht Scythian, testified in the United 
States Ciroult court today, that he deliber- 
ately had kindled a fire which burned the 
steamer at sea on June 6, 1900. Dr. 
T. Parker, who was married three months 
before the fire, offered him $6,000 to burn the 
boat, he said, and later $10,000, but afterward 
had refused to carry out his side bargain. 

Capt. Cardiff gave this testimony in the 
suit brought against Mrs. Parker by the 
AAverpool and London and Globe Insuranoe 
company to recover $5,800. This is the value 
of the furniture on which Mrs. Parker se- 
cured a payment of $21,000 Insurance. She 
had removed it before the fire occurred, they 
alleged. 


Stripped Craft of Furnishings. 

Capt. Cardiff said that in May, 1900, Dr. 
Parker ordered him to remove nearly all the 
bric-&-brac and interior furnishings of the 
boat. Part of these he sent to the Plaza 
hotel, this city, he swore, and part to Mrs. 
Parker’s house in West Fifty-first street. 
Another lot had been left at their summer 
home at Whitestone, L. I. He took the yacht 
to sea practically stripped of domestic fur- 
nishings, said Cardiff. 

We sailed out of Oyster Bay for Boston,” 
he said, “and I set it afire off Marlboro 
Head. The crew were not in on the deal, 
and tried to put it out. It was no use, and 
a tug, the A. W. Chesterton, later took us 
off and towed the yacht, badiy damaged, 
into Boston harbor. 

After the fire I cashed a check for $100 
Dr. Parker had given me. I often had asked 
him for the whole amount, but he never paid 
up. Three years after the fire he discharged 
me. 

What did he discharge you for?“ was 
asked. ‘

ing, to fear from me, it being impossible to 
prosecute for arson at sea after that, I be- 
lieve.”’ 


Mrs. Parker Only Laughs. .- 

Cardiff later testified that when Dr. Parker 
finally had refused to give him the money he 
had gone to a firm of marine insurance brok- 
ers with the story, one of whom he knew had 
a grudge against Parker. They had commu- 
nicated with the insurance company, which 
thereupon brought action to recover the value 
of the furniture. 

Mrs. Parker, gorgeous in a suit of broad- 
cloth and a big picture hat -with trailing 
plumes, sat in the courtroom only a few 
feet away from Capt. Cardiff while he was 
telling this amazing story. She apparently 
regarded it all as the best comedy of the 
season. She laughed incessantly and at 
times so loudly that Judge Wheeler had to 
rap with his gavel to preserve the dignity 
of the court. 


GROCERS’ “TRUST” ATTACKED 
IN QUO WARRANTO REQUEST. 


Columbus, O., Wholesale House Asks 
That Charter Rights of Chicago As- 
sociation Be Taken Away. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 19.—[{Special.]—The 
opening of a fight that promises to involve 
the sugar kings of America and to disclose 
the methods employed by the Arbdckles in 
their contest with the Havemeyers, the El- 
dridge & Higgins company, wholesale gro- 
cers, today filed with Attorney Genera! 
Ellis a petition that he bring quo warranto 
proceedings to oust from its charter rights 
the Chicago Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
company under the provisions of the Valen- 
tine anti-trust law. 

The Eldridge & Higgins company ifs one 
of the largest wholesale grocery concerns 
in the middle west, operating wholesale 
houses in twelve Ohio cities, and in the 
fight which for some time has been going 
on between it and the combination of the 
Arbuckles and the Ohio grocery trust 
has held its own. 

The situation has become go tense, how- 
ever, that President Higgins says he is 
forced to seek the aid of the courts. 

In his statement to the attorney general 
Mr. Higgins says the grocers’ association 
was organized ostensibly for the purpose of 
buying and selling merchandise, but never 
has sold or exchanged any. Its real object, 
Mr. Higgins says, was to work with the 
Arbuckles in an effort to control prices of 
sugar and coffee in Ohio and to fix the 
wholesale prices of other staples.

Mr. Adams addressed himself to the as 
sociates of Marshall Field in the greatest 
merchandising enterprise in the world.“ He 
said in part: 

Few outside the circle of his business as- 
sociates knew the painstaking fidelity with 
which he superviseé even the amallest detalile 
of his great business during his business 
hours.

Another thing upon which attention 
should be fixed is that Mr. Field conducted 
his business upon an absolutely honest, 
straightforward, and legitimate basis. Here 
was one man, the greatest merchant in 
America, perhaps the greatest merchant in 
the world, who declined all illegitimate meth- 
ods of business, who, building, upon the. 
simple, old fashioned principles of business, 
rose to the highest summit of fame.” 


Type of Best Manhood. 

Dr. Gunsaulus emphasized the fact that Mr, 
Field, the slave of no party, fearing no 
political lash, independent to the last degree, 
never existed for exploitation.“ Mr. Field 
would not, he said, do privately to citizens 
that which he would not permit publicly to 
their commonwealth. 

How characteristic of himself and the city 
of Chicago was it that recently, when the 
honor of our city as a business community 
was at stake, his midnight slumber should 
have been broken that a decisive word might 
be spoken and brave men be made still more 
brave for duty, said Dr. Gunsaulus.

CHOP SUEY CAFE RAIDED. 


GAMBLING RAID IN HOTEL, 


CONSTABLES DISTURB GAME AND 
ARREST TWO PLAYERS. 


Six Young Fellows Captured on Com- 
plaint of Women, Who Say Chief 
Collins Paid No Attention to Their 
Report of Violation of the Law— 
Excitement Reigns in McCoy’s 
When Officers Demand Admittance 
to Gamesters’ Room. 


In spite of Chief Collins’ assertions as to 
the innocuous character of Chicago poker 
playing, downtown gamblers are having a 
strenuous time with their family games.’ 
Armed with warrants sworn out by private 
citizens,’’ three or four constables have been 
making the rounds of the hotels in the loop 
district during the last few days. 

The fourth raid of the series was made last 
night at McCoy’s hotel, Clark and Van Buren 
streets. Two men were arrested, the re- 
mainder of a large party escaping through a 
rear door and secret passage.

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PLAN BIG LEAGUE 
TO FIGHT CRIME. 


Citizens Outline Organization 
Which Will Watch Drery 
Policeman. . 


MANY CHARGES RECEIVED 


. 


Chief Collins Asks Permission to 
Make New Rules and Shift 
Sergeants. 


The organization of an anti-crime society 
with an influence so widespread and 80 far 
reaching that it will touch every policeman 
in Chicago is to be considered today by the 
citizens’ committee of which Quin O’Brien 
is chairman. A preliminary meeting was 
held yesterday in the office of Secretary F. B. 
Rutledge, where the outline of the plan was 
agreed upon, and today it will be taken up 
‘for development, : 4 

The plan is to forma citizens’ association 
that shall be represented in every police pre- 
cinct by active workers, who shall watch the 
police and submit regular reports of the ob- 
servations. The result of such an investiga- 


most sweeping nature. The watchers are to 
study not only the conditions in the station 
houses, the men detailed there, and the work 
to which they are assigned, but also are to 
see how they conduct themselves while not 
directly under the eyes of their superiors. 


Money and Work Required. 

For the success of the plan, both money 
and labor will be required, and the commit- ¢ 
tee today will cast about to devise ways 
and means. The funds, they believe, for the 
support of the office expenses could beraised 
by subscription, and they hope that two or 
more volunteers may be found in each pre- 
cinct for the work of investigation. 

The belief that some such pian is necessary 
to a complete and thorough inquiry into con- 
tions in the police department has been 
brought about by the receipt of several hun- 
dred communications, many of them anon- 
ymous, since the beginning of the current 
tide of popular feeling on the matter. These 
letters contaim assertions of dishonesty and 
inefficiency that touch not only the higher 
officers, but almost every station in the city. 
The committee has refused to consider them 
until they have been verified, a proceeding 
requiring a large working force. 


Sergeants to Be Transferred. 


A shakeup among the three classes of 
sergeants on the force is now planned by 
Chief Collins with the aim of securing great- 
et efficiency. He applied to the civil service 
commission for permission to drop the differ- 
ent gradations of desk, patrol, and detective 
sergeants, and said that ff he is allowed to 
go ahead he.will begin a general shifting of 
those officers according to their different 
abilities in different lines. . 

He proposes giving each station four pa- 
trol sergeants, two to be on duty during the 
day and two at night, and making them re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the patrolmen 
on their beats. 4 

A captain of the detective bureau, is an- 
other addition desired by Chief Collins. Un- 
der the present system the men at the city 
hall take their orders from two lieutenants, 
but there is no general directing head, a lack 
which the chief believes should be supplied. 

He has prep full statements of the 
facts desired by the police committee regard- 
ing the distribution of the men in the depart- 
ment, and he will submit it to the committee 
when it meets Monday afternoon. At that 
time also the charges of his receiving graft 
from the alleged gambling trust will be 
heard by the committee, several newspaper 
men who have been conducting investiga- 
tions being among the witnesses to be heard. 


Ordinance to Raise License Fee. 


At the council meeting Monday evening 
Ald. Frank I. Bennett of the Seventh ward 
will introduce an ordinance following up Ald 
Raymer’s suggestion of a way in which to 
raise funds for making additions to the po- 
lice force. Ald. Bennett’s resolution will pro- 
vide for the increase of liquor license fees 
from $500 to $1,000, and a corresponding in- 
crease in other license charges. Several 
years ago he introduced such an ordinance, 
but it was defeated, but with the present 
necessity for enlarging the city’s revenues, 
he hopes that it will be successful,

CHINESE ENVOYS. 


Imperial Commissioners In- 
spect County Institutions 
at Dunning. 


CITY SHOWS THEM HONOR 


Reception at Auditorium Hotel 


Is Attended by Many Local 
‘Celestials. 


The two imperial envoys, Tai Hung Chi and 
Tuan Fang, who were appointed by the em- 
peror of China to make a personal study of 
the political institutions of the United States, 
arrived in Chicago yesterday morning and 
after visiting several local institutions in the 
afternoon, were guests of honor in the even- 
ing at a reception given for the local Chinese 
merchants and others in the Auditorium 
hotel. : 

Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, the Chinese 
minister, greeted the envoys from Washing- 


ton by long distance telephone soon after 
‘their arrival here. 


Only Chinese residents of Chicago attended 
the reception. Many of them paid their re- 
spects to the visitors and talked over infor- 
mally matters relating to trade between the 
two nations. 


Dinner Taken at Hull House. 

Before the reception the envoys and their 
party, together with the city and county 
officials, were entertained at dinner at Hull 
house. Miss Addams explained the work of 
the settlement and led the delegation through 
the various departments of the institution. 

“It is a beautiful thing to do work like 
this,“ the envoys commented through their 
Interpreters. This insight into your char!l- 
table institutions will not be forgotten.” 
At the dinner Prof. Graham Taylor also 
spoke briefly of settlement work. 

The arrival of the envoys with their party 
attachés and military officials wag marked 
by a generous welcome from Mayor Dunne, 
President Brundage, and numerous county 
officials, ci officials, and citizens. When 
the train came into the Northwestern station 
at 9 o’clock the platform was lined with eager 
crowds. Conspicuous among the citizens’ 
committee were nearly fifty local Chinese 
merchants, who were attired in the rich pur- 
ple and blue costumes of their native country. 
They took a position at the front of the line 
where they could greet the envoys with the 
proper salute. 


Quartered at Auditorium Annex. 
The imperial commissioners alighted from 
the gar, accompanied by Prof. J. W. Jenks 
of Cornell ugiversity, who was sent to San 
Francisco to meet the party by President 
Roosevelt. The envoys went by carriages di- 
rectly to the Auditorium Annex, which will 
be their headquarters during their three days’ 
stay in Chicago. Late in the morning the 
United States officers stationed in Chicago 
made an official call. Shortly afterward Col. 
8. R. Whitall and four army officers from 
Fort Sheridan made a similar call, in re- 
sponse to instructions from President Roose- 
velt. 

At noon the imperial commissloners and 
sixteen of their fifty-five attachés, accom- 
paned by Mayor Dunne, President Brundage, 
and the board of county commissioners,

American Cruiser Sails. 

The United States is beginning to show in- 
terest in prospective developments in Vene- 
zuela by deeds as well as words. The cruiser 
Denver left today for the Windward islands 
in order to be nearer the prospective scene of 
trouble. During the blockade of 1902 the 
gunboat Marietta was at La Guayra for 
some little time and then went to Curacao, 
about ninety miles away, where it remained 
until the blockade was raised. The instruc- 
tions which will be given. to the commanding 
officer of the Denver will be to observe abso- 
lute neutrality. 

Mr. Veloz, the Venezuelan chargé d'affaires 
in Washington, has asked the state depart- 
ment what attitude the United States will 
adopt in case France proceeds to coercion. 
He has been informed that the United States 
will. not ally itself with France, but will 
remain strictly neutral. As a matter of fact 
the administration is hopeful that it will be 
able to arrange the trouble by inducing Presi- 
dent Castro to apologize, and it is energeti- 
cally working to bring about direct cabla 
communication with Caracas, which still 
remains interrupted. But President Castro 
is not of the apologetic kind, and it is prob- 
able he prefers to see the French ships actu- 
ally im sight of his ports before he hauls down 
his flag. In this way he will be able to save 
his face with his own péople. 

The four ships which France has in Carib- 
bean waters are the cruiger Jurien de la 
Graviere, the armored cruiser Desaix, the 
cruiser Troude, and the training ship Duguay 
Tromin. Two more vessels have been hastily 
prepared for service in France, aceording 
to reports. They are the cruisers Jean Bart 
and Chasseloup-Laubat. The six vessels will 
give France a formidable fleet, especially 
in comparison with the resources of Vene- 
zuela. 

France Insists on Apology. 

PARIS, Jan. 19.—Ata cabinet council today 
Premier Rouvier explained the Venezuelan 
situation. No indicatiom whatever has been 
given out relative to the council's decisions. 

The Temps in à leading article this after- 
noon, after giving a detailed history of the 
dispute with Venezuela, says: 

President Castro probably hopes to find 
in the ulterior reprisals to be carried out by 
France a pretext for the nonfulfillment of his 
engagements toward others. It is, however, 
clear that France will not furnish him a pre- 
text.

POSTAGE STAMP IMPROVEMENT 


Department Decides to Withdraw Pres- 
ent Brittle Supply—Better Ma- 
terial Coming. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—In view of 
the complaints to the postoffice department 
of the brittleness of postage stamps and their 
tendency to curl and be detached after be- 
ing affixed to letters an investigation was 
ordered, and it was found that the trouble 
was due to the hard gum used in summer 
and which is affected by the cold, dry at- 
mosphere of the winter season. All such 
stamps supplied to postmasters have been 
directed to be withdrawn by them until the 
summer months, and in the meantime new 
supplies are being forwarded them which 
are coated with a softer gum which is not 
affected by winter weather.

HUGHES’ PLEA TO STUDENTS. 


Counsel for Armstrong Legisiative In- 
surance Investigating Committee 
Laments Fact That Some of Biggest 
Grafters Are College Men—Tells 
Brown University Tainted Athletics 
Are Bad—President Hadley of Yale 
Enters Defense of Football. 


New York, Jan. 19.—[Special.}—Charies E. 
Hughes, Who: was counsel for the Armstrong 
Bp wee investigating committee, was one 

of the principal speakers at the dinner of the 
Brown university elumni et the Untveretty 
club here tonight. He wae wildly welcomed 
when he started to speak. He said in part: 

What are we doing to keep alive the tra- 
ditions of our colleges? Are we going into 
the world clean hearted and clean handed 
with the right ideas ot success? Doesn't it 
seem impossible at a man should come 
from the environment and inspiration of hia 
college and become the lickspittle of a boss? 
And yet you will and among grafters—insur- 
ance and other kinds—many college men. 


Football Fatal as Autoing. 

“Iam glad to hear from President Faunce 
that football is ah innocuous sport. An 
automobile friend of mine told me the other 
day that automobile racing was one of the 
safest sports. He proved his assertions, I 
believe, by the records of automobile dealers. 
I think they compared favorably to surgical 
statistics. 

But this fs true—clean sports tend to 
develop a sense of honor among college men. 
Sports will do much to breed that sense of 
honor which is badly needed among the 
American people. Nothing can be 80 valua- 
ble as that sense of honor which is indis- 
soluble with sports properly conducted. Let 
everything be for clean sports, nothing for 
sports run with an eye on the cash box. Bet- 
ter lose money on the season and have your 
sports clean than make $50,000 and have a 
commercial stain on them. 


Merit Should Be Final Test. 

Now, college men and all the American 
people should have this in mind for the 
future: strip bare the fictitious reputations; 
expose men who hold what they do not pos- 
sess; grant no special privileges to men be- 
cause of their wealth alone; let men stand on 
their merits.” 

President Faunce of Brown university, 
who preceded Mr. Hughes, entered a defense 
of football, which he described as an in- 
nocuous sport.“ 


Hadley on Football Reform. 

President Hadley at the Yale alumn! din- 
ner tonight had this to say about football, 

Football is a major sport and involves 
much physical hardship and some physical 
danger. To understand why people incur 
this hardship and danger a man must have 
what is known as sporting blood. 

“The possibility of unfair play perhaps 
constitutes a graver evil than the possibility 
of accident. If an institution intends to play 
unfairly, do not play with that institution 
next year. If you are not prepared to adopt 
this remedy, then keep quiet. To say that 
a man means to play unfairly and then keep 
on playing with him is not the act of a gen- 
tleman. 

There are a few who would like to see the 
game abolished and there are many who 
would like to see it modified, but 80 far as 
I know there is not a single member of the 
Yale faculty who would take the work of 
modification out of trained hands. 

The extravagant interest in football pre- 
sents a harder problem to deal with than 
the extravagant use of football money. It 
is not the football players themselves who 
have the most exaggerated estimate of the 
importance of the game. It is the spectators 
rather than the players, graduates rather 
than undergraduates, who make this diffi- 
culty worse. The trouble is not that football 
is too much played, but that it is too much 
talked about.”’ 


SYRIAN HELD FOR ALIEN FRAUD. 


Old Naturalization Papers Used to 
Smuggle Immigrants Into This 
Country from England. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 19.— George M. Att- 
las, a Syrian, who is under arrest in Cleve- 
land, charged with the fraudulent use of 
naturalization papers, will probably be 
brought to this city for trial. United States 
District Attorney Thompson says he learned 
through several Syrians who landed: here 
and who claimed to be naturalized citizens, 
and exhibited papers, that Attlas was aid- 
ing his countrymen to pass the immigration 
officers by giving them old naturalization 
papers and coaching them to represent them- 
selves as the men named therein. The depot 
of distribution of these fraudulent citizen- 
ships was a Syrian boarding house in Liv- 
erpool, which Attlas formerly conducted. 


AWARD WHIPPED PUPIL $400. 


Accused School Teacher May Have to 
Pay Amount of Damages According 
to the Verdict of the Jury. 


Oshkosh, Wis., Jan. 19. — [Special. 
Charged with punishing a school boy, Frank 
Last, so severely that the lad’s left shoulder 
was dislocated and he was ill for a long time, 
George T. Arnold, formerly principal of Smith 
public school, may have to pay the boy’s 
guardian $400. In the trial of the cage in 
the Circuit court today the jury brought in 
a special verdict, giving the plaintiff that 
amount of damages. Mr. Arnold denied that 
he punished the boy sufficiently to injure him.

SWEEPS ENGLAND 


Liberals Carry Everything Be- 
fore Them—Former Minis- 
ters Swamped in Flood. 


BELFAST SEES FIRST RIOT. 


Nationalist's Victory in Unionist 
Stronghold Sets Mobs Afight- 
ing in the Streets. 


PRESENT STATUS OF ELECTIONS. 
UNIONIOTS ..: .... 96) NATIONALISTS .... 70 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The results of thirty- 
six contested elections, declared today, show 
that the liberals gained twenty-one seats and 
the laborites and nationalists one each. All 
except six of these were in the provinces, 
where the political revolution is proving as 
complete as in the cities. 

Two more ex-ministers, Sir Robert Finlay, 
attorney general, and W. Bromley-Daven- 
port, financial secretary to the war office, 
were defeated today, the former in Inverness 
and the latter in the Macclesfield division of 
Cheshire. 


Belfast Goes Libera] with a Riot. 

The most interesting and exciting feature 
of the day was the capture of West Belfast 
by an Irish nationalist, Joseph Devlin. Bel- 
fast has been a unionist stronghold from 
time immemorial, with the exception of a 
few years when the seat now won by Mr. 
Devlin was held by Thomas Sexton. 

This was the seat formerly held by Mr. 
Arnold Foster, ex-secretary of state for war. 
The vote was the closest of any election 
held so far, the nationalist winning from 
his opponent, Mr. Smiley, the unionist can- 
didate, by only sixteen votes. 

The evenness and desperate character of 
this contest provoked the only serious dis- 
turbance that has occurred to date. There 
had been displayed throughout the campaign 
in this division the most bitter partisan 
feeling. 

Fierce Fight in Streets. 

When the result was declared enraged 
unionists attacked the nationalists in the 
streets and stormed their headquarters. 

The notorious Springfield road district, the 
ecene of many Orange riots in the past, was 
the center of turbulence. Here a desperate 
fight occurred in which numbers of heads 
were broken and many shop fronts, ealoons, 
and house windows wrecked. 

The police charged with clubs three times 
before they succeeded in clearing the streets. 
Many arrests were made. 

Mr. Devlin, the successful) candidate, also 
has been reslected unopposed for North Kil- 
kenny, but he will hold the Belfast seat. He 
toured the United States in behalf of the 
Irish cause in 1902. 


Laborites in Three Groups. 

It is now believed that the labor party will 
muster more than forty members in the new 
parliament, divided into three groups. The 
largest group, composed of twenty-two in- 
dependents, will act and vote together. The 
next group in importance includes John 
Burns, William Randall Cremer, Henry 
Broadhurst, Thomas Burt, and other moder- 
ates, and this group is likely to codperate 
with the government. The third and small- 
est group is composed of extremists of a 
socialist type. 8 

The question of inviting Sir Charles Dilke 
to lead the labor party as a whole has been 
raised, but this is hardly practicable, con- 
sidering the rivalries of John Burns and 
James Keir Hardie. 

In connection with the liberal argument 
that the unionist success at Birmingham 
was mainly owing to the personality of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, it is pointed out as note- 
worthy that the seven members of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s parliamentary tariff commission ap- 
pointed in December, 1903, have been de- 
feated. 

Among the minor embarrassments of the 
new pariiament will be that of finding seats 
for the enormous crowd of liberal members 
who will be compelled to invade the side of 
the house of commons hitherto occupied by 
the unionists, It is estimated that there will 
be fully 300 absolutely new members. 


Position of Labor Party. 4@ 

Ramsey MacDonald, secretary of the labor 
representative committee, which is largely 
concerned in the election campaign on behalf 
of the laborites, declares that the newspapers 
have not correctly appreciated the position 
attained by the labor party or its causes. He 
asserts that the question of protection versus 
free trade was merely secondary, the real 
situation being that the laborite propaganda 
had cut the working classes clean away 
from the unionists. 

Sir Edward Grey, secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, speaking at Berwick tonight, said that 
the wage earners of the country were be- 
ginning to take things in their own hands, 
but that he did not fear a revolution, because 
the labor leaders were reasonable and prac- 
tical men. 

It followed, he said, that though there 
might be considerable legislative changes, 
puch reforms would be reasonable and prec- 
ticable. 


Seat Is Found for Balfour. 

It ia said that J. F. P. Rawlinson, who has 
been elected in the uniondst interest for Cam- 
bridge university, will retire in favor of Mr. 
Balfour. 

Sir Philipp Maguinnes, unionist, a member 
of the senate and a fellow of the London uni- 
versity, captured the London university seat 
from Sir Michael Foster, liberal, a former 
secretary of the Royal society.

ELECTRIFICATION OF RAILWAYS. 

The Iron Trade Review of Cleveland, 
which may have good sources of informa- 
tion, says the electrification of most of the 
steam railroads of the United States is as 
certain as any future great eventcanbe. It 
believes that many hundreds of millions of 
dollars will be spent in this way during the 
next quarter century. The change will 
naturally follow much the same lines as 
did the introduction of the present high 
power locomotive, the great trunk lines 
taking the lead and being more or less close- 
ly followed by the smaller roads. * 

If electrification shall take place on the 
vast scale it is expected to it will affect busi- 
ness conditions widely and deeply. It will 
cause a great expansion and extraordinary 
prosperity in the electrical supplies manu- 


facture. It will make a heavy demand upon 


and be proportionately profitable to the iron | 
and steel industry. It will give employment 
at high wages to many thousands of work- 
ingmen. There is hardly an industry or a 
class of the people that will not directly or 
indirectly gain something by it. 

The railroads will not have enough money 
of their own with which to make this 
gigantic improvement. They will have to go 
into the market and borrow most of it. That 
will be good for investors, for it will enable 
them to put into the comparatively safe se- 
curities of railways money that they might 
otherwise put into risky “ industrials” or 
There will be some 
danger connected with the railways’ finan- 
cial operations, as there is with all such 
operations on a. big scale. The United, 
States has suffered at times by sinking its 
capital too fast in railway and other fixed 
investments. But if present prosperous 
continue. it 
should be possible to set aside enough capital 
te finance railway electrification and still 
leave plenty to carry on every legitimate 
business. 

The permanent effects of the improve- 
ment will be of much more importance than 
the comparatively temporary ones that have 
been indicated. It will make traveling 
cleaner, less noisy, pleasanter, and probably 
safer and faster. It will permit shorter and 
therefore more frequent trains to be run, 
both through and suburban. It will make 
it profitable to build and operate branch 
lines between many places where they would 
be unprofitable now. It will cut down ex- 
penses so much in various ways as to make 
it possible for the roads to earn increased 
dividends and at the same time give the pub- 
lic cheaper service. 

The substitution of the electric locomo- 
tive for the steam locomotive promises to be 
the most important event that has taken 
place in the transportation business since 
the steam locomotive supplanted the stage 
coach, and—to a great extent—the pack 
train and draft horse. 


SHAKESPEARE RIGHT—MANSFIELD. 

Mr. Mansfield agrees with an earlier au- 
thority that all the world’s a stage. Two 
applications of this principle are given by 
him: good acting pays, because in poker 
and in diplomacy the better actor has the 
advantage, and a study of acting pays, be- 
cause a man can adjust his own conduct 
better if he knows what character is rep- 
resented by the bearing of gnother. Mr. 
Mansfield’s views on stage matters are al- 
ways worthy of respectful consideration, 
and in this case he shows an equally accu- 
rate knowledge of the greater stage. 

‘That all men play parts does not mean 
that all men are conscious deceivers. Some 
men assume parts, others have their parts 
assigned them. The first of Mr. Mansfield’s 
dicta refers to one class, the second to the 
other. A man who has a motive for dis- 
guising his real self must study the art of 
disguise. He must make up correctly, he 
must walk, act, speak so that no eye can 
detect the illusion. He must enter thor 

maghly into his part, yet he himself must 

forget that it is a part, and must be 
studying to increase the effective- 


r Ag : ness of the representation.

The privacy of one’s soul requires some 
skill in acting to maintain. Not to wear 
one’s heart upon the sleeve, not to let the ad- 
versary know one’s weakness, not to burden 
friends with cureless grief, requires dis- 
simulation. For legitimate ends like these 
each one should cultivate his power to act 
a part; while, for protection, even the guile- 
less should be able to recognize evil in what- 
ever form it hides itself. Both of Mr. Mane- 
field’s ideals are unattainable, but some 
progress can be made toward each. 


DOINGS OF “FRIENDS OF THE PEOPLE.” 

There is nothing certain in the traction 
situation except a continuance of litigation 
and bad service. It is questionable whether 
the council would have been able under any 
circumstances to elaborate extension ordi- 
nances which the companies would have ac- 
cepted and the voters approved of. There 
is a “third party —a boodle party—which 
has the balance of power in the council. 

When the ordinances which had been 
drafted by the local transportation commit- 
tee were sent back to it at the request of 
the friends of the people to give them an 
opportunity to offer amendments, the fate of 
the ordinances was sealed. The friends of 
the people,” actuated, presumably, by good 
motives, gave the death blow to the meas- 
ures they were so much Interested in. 

The extension ordinances having been dis- 
posed of, a combination of municipal owner- 
ship aldermen and of aldermen who have 
hitherto voted for franchises when “ treated 
right“ passed two ordinances which will be 
voted on in April. The first of them author- 
izes the issue of Mueller law certificates to 
the amount of $75,000,000 to acquire street 
railways by purchase, construction, or con- 
demnation. 

The ordinance Should not be ratified, but it 
probably will be. A large element in the 
community will assume that the city will 
be able to get possession of the street rail- 
roads without its costing them a cent. The 
ratification of the ordinance will not have 
that effect. It will be a vote for new litiga- 
tion. The validity of the ordinance is more 
than doubtful. It is the intent of the Muel- 
ler law that any ordinance for the purchase 
or construction of a street railway shall de- 
scribe the streets and parts of streets to be 
oceupied; that the sum needed to buy or 
build shall be carefully estimated; and that 
the voters shall have an opportunity to say 
whether they are in favor of the issuance of 
certificates for that particular purpose. The 
certificates are essentially a mortgage. The 
voters should know exactly what they are 
to give a mortgage on. 

The ordinance the council passed is void 
because it is too sweeping, giving the council 
a discretion the law does not mean it shall 
have. If the municipal authorities shall at- 
tempt to proceed under the ordinance if rati- 
fied the matter will be carried into the 
courts. If they shall rule against the ordi- 
nance the validity of various provisions of 
the Mueller law itself will be left to be de- 
termined in subsequent proceedings. While 
the litigation is going on the traction com- 
panies will carry on business at the old 
stand” in the old unsatisfactory way. 

The ordinance, if legal, should not be rati- 
fied, because the virtue of the council is not 
so mature and robust that it could with- 
stand the temptations to which it would be 
subjected. Give the aldermen $75,000,000 
in certificates and the boodlers would be in 
their glory. Every petty system offered to 
the city at an extravagant price would be 
bought. New lines would be built where 
they were not needed to please constituents 
or men who had laid out new subdivisions 
and to extend the mileage of municipal lines. 
There would be a riotous season of jobbery 
and extravagance, and when it was over 
the holders of the certificates would fore 
close and the lines would pass out of the 
hands of the city into those of private com- 
panies which would have a twenty year 
franchise. 

The ordinance authorizing municipal oper- 
ations requires a three-fifths vote. That or- 
dinance-may fail of ratification. Many peo- 
ple had a taste of municipal operation on the 
Wabash avenue line the other day, and it 
did not strike them favorably. If municipal 
operation shall be voted down and the issue 
of Mueller law certificates authorized, any 
railroad systems which may be bought or 
built will have to be leased. But it the lease 
shall be for more than five years, and 10 per 
cent of the voters ask for a referendum, the 
lease cannot take effect until approved by 
the voters. If the city shall buy roads and 
lease them for short terms the lessees will 
make no improvements. The city can make 
none. If it shall buy a cable road it cannot 
spend money to electrify it. If the traction 
companies were to consent to take the 875, 
000,000 in certificates for their properties 
the city would be unable to rehabilitate the 
lines and the overcrowding of cars would 
not cease. 

It has been argued that the city*may be- 
gin by buying a small road, to be a nucleus 
of a growing system. There can be no addi- 
tions to or extensions of a road bought or 
built with Mueller law certificates. If addi- 
tions or extensions were made the certifi- 
cates issued for the purpose would be a new, 
and additional lien upon the first part al- 
ready owned by the city. This is prohibited 
by the constitution as interpreted by the 
Supreme court. If the city were to buy the 
Union Traction system with certificates it 
could no more extend it than it could re- 
construct it. 

From whatever point of view the action of 
the council day before yesterday is looked 


at the same prospects visible. It is a pros- |‘ 


pect of continued litigation and of bad serv- 
ice, which will become worse as the number 
of people who have to use the street cars in- 
creases. In the next council, as in ¢his one, 
the balance of power will be held by a group 
of aldermen who are for franchises when 
they are bribed and for municipal owner- 
ship when they are not. 

The indications favor a long drawn out 
contest between the municipal authorities 
and the companies. The people will be the 
greatest sufferers and will pay the bills. It 
is not surprising that “ friends of the peo- 
ple” who have helped to put the traction 
situation where it ie should be greatly dis- 
couraged. )

Mayor Jones gave notice a certain 
time after election that the saloon regula- 
tions must be observed and that any saloon 
kept open on Sunday would lose its license 
on Monday. The result has been that not 
one of the 400 or more saloons in Minne- 
apolis has ventured to disregard the notice, 
and he thinks the majority of the citizens, 
including a considerable proportion of or- 
ganised labor, approve his course. Mayor 
Sweet, on the other hand, has refused to do 
more in this direction than to close up dis- 
orderly or otherwise objectionable resorts. 
This diversity of action concerning saloon

Amid cries of Long live the republic,“ the 
Belgian chamber of deputies, by a relatively 
smali majority, voted last week to pay to 
Prince Albert, the heir apparent to the Bel- 
gian throne, the annuity of 40,000 a year 
accorded to his father, the late count of 
Flanders, who died the other day. In fact, 
the demand presented by the cabinet to the 
legislature for the allowance led to the most 
extraordinary scene in the national pariia- 
ment, several of the speakers being permit- 
ted to declare without any interruption on 
the part of the presiding officer that the de- 
mand thus made upon the already too heavily 
burdened taxpayers would only serve to aug- 
ment the ever increasing discredit with which 
the reigning family of Belgium is covering 
itself. 

Others combated the proposal on the 
ground that Prince Albert could not be called 
the heir apparent,“ but merely the heir 
presumptive,” since it was by no means ber- 
tain that King Leopold would not leave male 
issue, and references were made to the story 
recently published in a number of the Bel- 
gian papers to the effect that Leopold has 
been privately: married for a year past to a 
woman who ts the niece of one of the socialist 
deputies in the legislature, and by whom he 
has a son. 

Another point raised was that the fortune 
left by the king’s brother, the count of Flan- 
ders, at his death the other day, amounted to 
the sum of $36,000,000.

January has always been the unlucky 
month of the reigning house of Belgium. 
Nearly every one of the long succession of 
misfortunes by which it has been overtaken 
has happened in the first month of the year. 
It was in January that King Leopold lost his 
only son, tho young duke of Brabant, in so 
sudden a manner that up to the day of her 
death the late Queen Henrietta was con- 
vinced that her boy had been poisoned. It 
was in January that occurred the shocking 
tragedy of Meyerling, in which Leopold's 
son-in-law, Crown Prince Rudolph of Aus- 
tria, perished. It was in January that Leo- 
pold's favorite palace of Laeken was par- 
tially destroyed by fire, and it was in Janu- 
ary again that Prince Baldwin of Flanders 
Came to an untimely end in a manner that 
has remained shrouded in mystery to this 
day. 

In fact, almost everything untoward that 
has happened to King Leopold's family has 
occurred in the first month of the year. Peo- 
ple are therefore now! asking themselves 
whether the sensational scene in the chamber 
of deputies the other day can be regarded as 
a suffictent tribute of misfortune by the royal 
house to fate for the current year, or if some- 
thing worse is still to come before the end of 
the month. 

It may be added that whatever may be said 
about Leopold’s private character, his peo- 
ple show themselves extremely ungrateful 
in manifesting so much enimoaity towards 
him. 

— 

Among the many artistic treasures which 
have been brought to this country from 
Europe by thieves for disposal here is be- 
Heved to be the costly baton of office pre- 
sented on April 5, 1850, by Emperor Francis 
Joseph and the generale of his army to old 
Fiel@ Marshal Radetsky, which, after his 
death, was preserved in the army museum at 
Vienna. It mysteriously has disappeared 
thence without the glass of the show- 
case in which it was exhibited having been 
smashed, and the efforts to trace it seem to 
lead across the Atlantic to the new world. 

It is an exquisite piece of goldsmith’s ant, 
adorned with diamonds, rubies, and sapphires 
of considerable size, and incloses a parch- 
ment on which the emperor at the time of the 
presentation wrote a few lines expressing his 
own admiration and that of his army for the 
old hero. The Imperial Army museum at 
Vienna has offered a considerable reward for 
the recovery of the treasure and for any clew 
to the thieves, and it is well that this should 
be widely known in view of the possibility of 
ite having been sold by the thieves here under 
the pretext thet it was a mere heirloom 
which Radeteky’s heire had wished to con- 
vert into cash.

Thomas Orchestra. 


It Mr. Stock isn’t careful he’ll be getting 
one Johannes Brahms on the list of pop- 
ular” composers, and well up toward the top 
of the list, too. And just think, how terrible 
that would be! To have the composer, whose 
works have been so long pronounced dry.“ 
“Grab,” ‘‘austere,”” “ascetic,” ponder- 
ous,” and everything else that is uninterest- 
ing and off colored, suddenly placed among 
the writers of enjoyable music: To have 
confusion brought on all the critics and au- 
thorities, who have declared with such awful 
solemnity that Brahms knew nothing about 
orchestration, that he had no emotion in his 
musical makeup, and that he was deserving 
of consideration only because he had ob- 
served in his writing the useless and decided- 
ly worn out and frazzled rules followed by 
Beethoven. 

It would be regarded almost as a calamity 
in certain quarters to have the music-patron- 
izing public discover that Brahms was not 
dry as dust. Yet this is what Mr. Stock is 
in imminent danger of causing to be dis- 
covered. He directed the second Symphony 
of Meister Johannes yesterday at the public 
rehearsal, and the audience, which filled the 
Orchestra hall to its last available place, 
liked the music so well that after the last 
movement it gave the young leader three 
hearty, spontaneous recalls. 

— 


With this performance Mr. Stock completed 
the Brahms symphonic “ cycle.“ He now 
has been heard in each of the four symphonies 
gince he took charge of the orchestra, and on 
each occasion the public has been roused to 
unwonted enthusiasm. Whereas, in the past 
the announcement of a Brahms symphony 
meant to the majority of concert patrons a 
thirty to fifty minutes of tedium and musical 
discomfort, now it awakens anticipation of 
keen, genuine enjoyment. And such antici- 
pation has known no disappointment on any 
of the four occasions when Mr. Stock has 
directed a symphony. 

It ig evident to even the most casual ls- 
tener that Mr. Stock is heartily and wholly 
in sympathy with the music of Brahms. He 
understands not only it as do but few musi- 
cians, but he seems to comprehend the 
nature and spirit of the man who wrote it. 
Brahms to him is not the forbidding, sour, 
soulless .creature of brains and no heart, 
which he so long has been pictured. He is a 
man, full bleoded, tender hearted, blessed 
with a wealth of quiet humor and a warmly 
sympathetic emotional nature, but reserved 
ven averse to outward display of his feel- 
ngs. 

He is not the cynic, but the man, who, fill- 
ing his pockets with cakes, candies, and 
fruits, delighted in collecting a half dozen 
poor children about him and, taking them to 
the carousal section in the Vienna Prater, 
stuffed them with goodies and gave them 
rides on all the merry-go-rounds and joy 
makers the place contained. The man, who 
loved poor people, and never withheld his in- 
terest and help from them, but who had un- 
bounded contempt for the idler and abomi- 
nated lHonizing. The man, who, when alone 
with children, was one of them in thought, 
emotions, and action, but who, the moment 
an outsider entered, was confused, and in- 
stantly became the shy, retiring adult. This 


and appreciating the fine worth of a nature 
reserved in outward action but inwardly full 
of the heart love of life and of humanity, the 
young leader discovers in the master’s works 
all of the emotional warmth, the rich, true 
sentiment, and the color and beauty that 
were put into them by their creator.

Mr. Stock reade into the symphonies noth- 
ing that is not there. He indulges in no 
“new ’’ interpretations or novel versions. 
He grasps the spirit of Brahms in all its 
strength, its virility, its nobility, and its 
splendid lyric power, and makes that spirit 
vital and potent to those who hear. The 
Brahms symphonies become in his hands 
great poems, messages wonderfully eloquent 
and of exceptional beauty. Such was the 
second symphony yesterday.

The bigness of Brahms as man, as lyricist, 
and as poet was revealed in the symphony 
as read by Mr. Stock yesterday. The mem- 
bers of the orchestra gave of their finest 
powers and the audience was instant and 
sincere in its appreciation. 

The Genoveva Overture of Schumann 
preceded the symphony, and was admirably 
given. There was no intermission, owing to 
the orchestra’s having to play for the Mar- 


torium, and after only a few moments of 
pause Mr. Stock began the Tschafkowsky 
Francesca da Rimini.“ It is a remarkable 
piece of tonal picture work. glowing with 
color and filled with dramatic intensity. The 
“recital ’’ by Francesca is a trifie overlong, 
Cae but yesterday it was made interest- 

through the employment of skillful shad- 
ings and fine contrasts.

SIENKIEWICZ’S NEW NOVEL 
OF SOBIESKI’S TIME. 


Polish Novelist Writes a Powerful 
Romance of the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury. Translated from the Manu- 


script by Jeremiah Curtin. 


N the 27th of this month Messrs. Little, 
Brown & Co. will publish a new novel 
by Henryk Sienkiewics. It is the first 

novel from the pen of this author since 

the beginning of the present century. 

In 1900 he completed Knights of the Cross,“ 

and in 1906 he publishes “‘ON THE FIELD 

OF GLORY.” It was Mesars. Little, Brown & 

Co. who introduced the Polish novelist to 
the American public,

This new story., On the Field of Glory,” 
does not make as big a book as Quo Vadis 
or any of the Zagloba Romances.” R isa 
historical novel of the time of King John 


full of strong character drawing and full of 
love. Sienkiewicz knows how to write love 
stories as well as descriptions of battle, mur- 
der, and sudden death. The story begins with 
a night ride through the forest, the riders 
being pursued by wolves from whose yawning 
jaws they are finally rescued: 

But just then the attendant in front turned his 
horse suddenly, and, rushing to the carriage, spoke 
hurriedly to the driver and to others, who an- 
swered abruptly, as men do when there ts no time 
for loitering.

Pan Gideon was on the point of commanding the

forest, so he commanded to move on with the 
equipage. 

But after awhile the horseman reappeared at 
the window.

The young horse which the torchbearer wae rid- 
ing reared suddenly once, and a second time, and 
then rushed madly sidewise. 

The rider, knowing that were he to fall he 
would be torn to bits the next moment, seized 
hold of his saddlebow, but dropped his pot the same 
instant; the light sank in the snow deeply; the 
flame threw out sparks and was extinguished. The 
light of the moon was alone on that plain then. 

The driver, a Russ from Pomorani, began to 
pray; the Mazovian attendants fell to cursing. 

Emboldened by darkness, the wolves pressed on 
with more insolence, and from the direction of the 
wild boars some fresh ones ran up to them. A 
few came rather near, with snapping teeth, and 
the hair standing straight on their shoulders. 
Their eyes were all bloodshot, and a greenish light 
flashed from them. 

A moment had come which was really terrible.

Then a still greater wonder was manifest. 

All at once forest echoes from behind repeated 
the shouts of the attendants, but with rising 
force, ever louder and louder, as it were out- 
bursts of wild laughter; and some moments later 
a crowd of dark horsemen appeared at both sides 
of the carriage and shot past with all the speed 
of their beasts toward the wild boars and the 
wolves which encircied them.’’ 

Of course it was a party of young knights 
that came to the rescue of Panna Anulka 
and her attendants, and from here the ro- 
mance begins. There are not the oppor- 
tuniti¢s for such word painting as is found in 
Quo Vadis,“ but nevertheless there are 
striking pictures though of different scenes. 
In Quo Vadis it was of a luxurious, purse 
proud, brutal empire that Sienkiewicz 
wrote. In the present story it is of the open— 
of forests, wolves, soldiers, heroes, heroines, 
the clashing of arms, everything of man in 
the rough.

AUTOS ARE CHIEF OFFENDERS 
AGAINST LAWS OF EVANSTON. 


Annual Report of Chief of Police Frost 
Shows That More Chauffeurs Were 
Arrested than Any Other Olass. 


The automobile ordinance was the law 
which was violated the oftenest in Evanston 
during the last year. “‘ Auto scorchers are 
the greatest offenders against the ordinances 
of the suburb according to the annual report 
issued yesterday by Chief Frost of the police 
department. Although many times when the 
speed ordinance was violated the policemen 
were unable to apprehend the offenders. De- 
spite that difficulty, the number of chauffeurs 
arrested during the year is 178, the nearest 
competitors of the chauffeurs being the liquor 
dealers, of whom 100 were arrested. Sever 
hundred and fifty-eight arrests were made 
during the year and $9,228 in fines was col- 
lected. 

In his report the chief suggested a change 
in the civil service law giving the police 
power to establish a workhouse for tramps, 
and also urging the passing of several ordi- 

nances enlarging the number of occupations 
for which licenses are charged. 

The report also reviewed the efforts whicn 
have been made by the police to stamp out 
the rowdy gangs in the suburb. Crowds 
of boys and young men have been prohibited 
from gathering at the railroad station and at 
other places. One hundred and forty-five ar- 
rests for disorderly conduct, many of which 
were for gathering in crowds and loafing, 
were made during the year. 


THREE BOYS SENT TO PRISON 
FOR LIFE FOR STEALING $1. 


Youths Are Found Guilty Under Law 
Which Provides That Sentence for 
Threatening Citizen with Revolver. 


Three youths, ali of whom are under 21 
years of age, who were convicted of stealing 
$1 by a jury in the Criminal court Thursday 
afternoon, were sentenced to imprisonment 
for life yesterday by Judge Barnes. They 
took the sentence calmly and admitted their 
guilt. The youths are: Peter Brady, 20 
years old: Joseph Hase, 20 years old, and 
Lawrence Roscoe, 19 years old. As the de- 
fendants still are minors, they will be sent 
to Pontiac. 

Hight robberies committed in one night at 
Milwaukee avenue and Augusta street were 
charged against them. The specific charge 
for which they were given a life sentence 
was the robbery of Tony Sedivi. The trio 
threatened him with revolvers and secured 
$1 from him. 

The sentence was inflicted under the sec- 
tion of the statutes which provides life im- 
prisonment for threatening the life of a citl- 
zen with a revolver. 

The youths said that they owed their down- 
fall to cheap dance halls and the evil in- 
fluences of saloons.

Apnual Accounting to Deferred

New York, Jan. 19.—[{Special.]—The Arm- 
strong legislative investigating committee 
met the representatives of the insurance de- 
partments of a dozen states in conference at 
the Hotel Cadillac today.

when it is expected some definite action will 
be taken looking toward a general campaign 
for a uniform code of insurance laws. This 
Chicago conference will be held under the 
direction of the national organization of in- 
Surance commissioners. Besides the com- 
missioners, governors and attorney generals 
from all states of the untfon have been in- 
vited to attend the meeting.

Conference Members Require’ 


Two Days for Their De- 
liberations. 


ALL DETAILS WITHHELD. 


Abolition of Admission Fees and 
One Year Freshman Rule 
Are Possible. 


The fate of football in the middle west will 
not be known untl this afternoon or tonight. 
No report, statement, word, or even hint 
Was passed out by the representatives of 
the big nine’’ colleges in session at the 
Chicago Beach hotel yesterday, resolutions 
having been adopted at the beginning of the 
conference in the morning that nostatement 
be issued until the final session. 

Three sessions were held during the dey 
and probably three more will be required 
today to decide whether football is to be re- 
tained or abolished from the realm of college 
Sports. The day was spent for the most part 
in presenting the attitude and views on foot- 
ball by the various representati in behalf 
of their colleges. Zo elaborate in detail were 
these, it is said, that the entire day was 
taken up. 

Public sentiment will be considered the first 
thing this morning both in regard to the 
middle west and the east and in ail other ath- 
letic divisions of the country. Then will come 
the crystallization of view® and the forma- 
tion of conclusions. To complete this, it is 
believed an extra session tonight will be nec- 
Sar. 

Something Definite Promised. 

It fe certain the conference will come to a’ 
te point on the football question. Every 
bot the situation was entered into, and 

a marked exactness is said to N been e vi- 
dent in the meeting. Coming as the meeting 
does after the other gatherings of the edst- 
ern schools, and several of the groupes of 
eolieges, it le pointed out that the confer- 
ence will be able to judge more wisely with 

te instead of walking in the dark. 

An inkling of the attitude of the members 

of the conference was obtained after the 
first session yesterday from Representative 
Jones of the University of Michigan. He 
refused to discuss what had taken place in 
the meeting or what probably would be the

Something must be done with the game,” 
wie declared.

Robert Clare O’Brien in College Mag- 
asine Raises Point That Not Until 
Spirit Instead of Technicality of 
Rules Obtains Will Athletics Be 
Free from Professionalism — Dis- 
missal of Hired Coaches, Directors, 
and Trainers Advocated.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 19.—[Special.}—At 
this time, when all Michigan is on the qui 
vive for signs that will indicate what ie going 
to happen to football, an undergraduate 
boldly attacks the Wolverine athletic system 
in an article entitled The Matter with Ath- 
letics,”” published in the Inlander, the stu- 


1 dents’ magazine. 


In the issue out tomorrow, Robert Clare 
O'Brien, lit., 1906, fearlessly arraigns the sev- 
eral features of the syatem—professional 
coaching, the athletic association governed 
by a graduate director, the passive facul- 
ty board of athletic control, and even two of 
Michigan's former stars in the western ath- 
letic firmament. 

Though he names them only as A. B. and 
C,“ O’Brien but thinly’ clothes the three 
Michiganders he picked out to illustrate his 
point. Any one familiar with the history 


of Michigan's athletics of the last four years 


probably will be able with little trouble to 


identify the “A, B., and C” of O’Brien’s 
article. 

The article sets forth views favoring the 
abolition of the University of Michigan Ath- 
letic association, the dismissal of hired 
coaches, directors, and trainers, and the tak- 
ing of elections of captains and managers 
from the athletic teams and the placing of 
them in the hands of the student body. 

Opening with a review of the present agi- 
tation against football, the writer notes that 
it comes from the friends of the game, the 
newspapers, which are alwaye friendly to 
every clean college sport—not from clergy- 
men, professors, and others who might be 
expected to be first in opposition to it. 

But the discussion has been along lines 
of secondary importance, says O’Brien. 
“All thunder and lightning is directed 
ageinst football to the exclusion of other col- 
lege sport; the lashing fury is expended on 
the playing rules, neglecting professionalism 
entirely. 


Stories of “A, B, and C.“ 


* Do the rules, to whieh college men hold 
Gogmatically, shut out professionalism? Let 
me tell you the stories of A, B, and C. 

“ A. was considerable of a student. No 
university need blush to own him asa son. 
He won his M in football and baseball. 
Charges of professionalism were made 
against him on the ground that at the age 
of 17 he had once run for a small money 
prize. The rules said he was a professional; 
therefore he was. He was debarred. 

B, with plenty of athletic ability, came 
a couple of years later. He possessed not a 
single characteristic of the college man. 
He displayed the manners of a cow, and 
those who knew Him sometimes speculated 
‘as to what would be revealed by an autopsy 
on his skull.® As a student he was sftmply 
a joke. 

“He was awarded the M in athletics, 
allowed to wear the colors which, save the 
national ensign, should be.the most sacred 
emblems on earth to every son and daughter 
of the maize and blue. Through looseness 
of tongue he made a consummate ass of 
himself and brought the university into dis- 
repute. Finally a grave breach of athletic 
discipline turned the university’s stomach 
against him, and he was ejected. 


Cites Case of Ex-Captain. 

C, like B, was uncouth and repulsive. 
Many students believed him more gorilla 
than human being. He possessed discretion, 
obeyed orders, studied a little and held his 
place. Through rey arkable athletic ability, 
he was made captain. It is generally admit- 
ted that his college expenses were paid in 
whole or in part on account of his football 


| ability, but it may not be known that the 


athletic assoclation brought Him here on the 
understanding that his college course was 
to cost him nothing. 

Now those cases illustrate what is the 
matter. In A.’s case, the rules were lived 
up to, and an amateur was for a time kept 
out of athletics; he was later reinstated. In 
the cases of B. and C., professionals were 
allowed to participate because no technicali- 
ties prevented. 


Not Hired to Purify Athletics. 


There is a force behind the admission of 
professionals, the desire of paid men to win. 
It must be taught that there is greater glory 
in honor and fairness than in storing a touch- 
down in six minutes of play. It is no re- 
proach to Yost, Fitzpatrick, or Baird that 
they want to win. They are hired for that. 
They are not expected to put athletios ona 
higher plane. If they did, they would have,in 
all probability, lost their jobs long ago. But 
it ig a reproach to the system, which ramifies 
so far that athletes are sought for in the 
secondary schools. The only credit to the 
system is that it develope the students phys- 
ically by offering so many opportunities for 
the exercise of physical prowess.’’

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GANS SCORES A KNOCKOUT 


STOPS MIKE (TWIN) SULIIVAN IN 


‘Battle of Lightweights at San Fran- 


cisco Is Hard Fought, the Baltimore 
Man Having Better of Bout with 
Exception of Four Rounds—Hard 
Right and Left Swings to the Jaw 
Bring the Contest to an End. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 19.— [Special. 
The twenty round fight between Joe Gans 
and Mike (Twin) Sullivan tonight, ended 
with a clean knockout in the fifteenth round, 
Gans planting right and left swings to Sulli- 
van's jaw and following these blows with 
straight left and right to the mouth. 

All these blows caught Sullivan squarely 
and he dropped likealog. The fact that his 
head caught on the lower rope probably saved 
him from a damaging fall. He was unable to 
lift himself to his feet until he was counted 
out. His seconds carried him to his corner 
and in a few moments he recovered. 

The fight throughout, except for about four 
rounds, when Sullivan had Gans distressed 
by closing his right eye, were all in favor of 
Gans. The colored fighter showed supreme 
confidence at all times Never, even when 
suffering from his closed eye, did he betray 
any nervousnese or deliver any wild blows. 

Sullivan had the advantage of him in 
height and reach, so Gane from the outset 
forced the fighting at olose range In this 
work Sullivan’s only effective blow wae a 
right uppercut which he did not land often, 
as Gans blocked t. Gane’ favorite device 
was to hold his man at arms length with hig 
left and then swing on his jaw with his right. 
With this blow he made Sullivan groggy in 
the third round, and almost bad him out. 
In this round Sullivan ehowed remarkable 
coolness and ability to take punishmem, as 
he lasted more than half the round after re- 
ceiving what practically was a knockout 
blow. 

Gans had all the advantage from the third 
to the ninth round, when he received a hard 
right to his left eye, almost closing it. Gans 
fought savagely in the tenth, and in this and 
the following rounds he landed many punish- 
ing blows. 

Sullivan recuperated in the twelfth .and 
thirteenth and in the latter round he seemed 
for a few minutes to have some chance, as he 
hammered Gans over the sore eye and the 
blows of the negro seemed to lack steam. 
Blood ran from Gans’ eye and mouth, and for 
the only time during the fight he gaye ground 
and did not fight back, stalling until the end 
of the round. His seconds lanced his eye in 
the wait and Gans came up strong in the 
fourteenth. 

At the opening of the fifteenth Gans forced 
the fighting. After terrific body punches he 
landed on Mike’s jaw and in a flash upon his 
mouth, and k was all over. 

The fight showed that Gans has regained 
all of his old quickness and strength. 


NEARY AWARDED THE DECISION. 


Referee Hogan Gives Milwaukeean Ver- 
dict Over Andy Bezenah, but Spec- 
tators Do Not Approve of It. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 19.—[{Special.}]—Charles 
Neary of Milwaukee, the third of the Milwaukee 
stars to meet Andy Bezenah of Cincinnati, was the 
only ‘one to get out of the fight without a defeat.

The commercial position maintains ex- 
ceptional strength. More seasonable weather 
brought a good demand for winter apparel 
and household needs and retail trade gen- 
erally experienced a sharp reduction of 
stocks, which hitherto moved slowly owing 
to comparatively mild temperature. Con- 
struction work is, impeded but slightly, nor 
has there been interruption to unprecedented 
consumption of all kinds of building ma- 
terial. 

Manufacturing moves forward steadily, 
with the outlook for the year most encourag- 
ing. Rail capacity is now engaged ahead 
for fifteen.months, while new commitments 
draw more extensively upon structural 
shapes, plates, and rolling stock. Pig iron 
exhibits ‘a firmer tone in quotations, book- 
ings being equally plentiful both for ourrent 
wants and forward delivery, indicating that 
smelters are well provided with work. 

Factory operations disclose more activity 
in implements, heavy hardware, and elec- 
tric output, and there is fair request for heavy 
machinery, automobiles, and vehicles. 


Distributive Branches Satisfactory. 

* Distributive branches of general mer- 
chandise report satisfactory conditions. 
Mall orders for spring delivery come forward 
in good volume for the principal staples. 
Interior merchants are buying confidently, 
many requiring early shipments, and house 
sales are stimulated by increasing numbers 
of visiting buyers. Movements of commod- 
ities, as reflected by railroad returns, show 
no diminution. The total movement of grain 
at this port aggregated 8,005,049 bushels, 
against 9,061,241 bushels last week and 
6,063,360 bushels last year. 

Bank clearings, $222,926,507, exceed those 
of the corresponding week in 1905 by 12.4 
per cent. Deposits are recovering, money is 
easier in tone, and on more bidding for com- 
mercial paper the discount rate ruled at 5% 
per cent.

Primary wheat arrivals were 607,000 bu,

. 000 bu. The bulls believe that the heavy 
run of wheat has about ended, and that, 
while the decrease will be gradual, it will not 
be long before the mills will have plenty of 
room for the grain. 

The narrowing of the premium of May 
over July attracted attention, and was gen- 
erally construed as bearish. The pessimistic 
sentiment was further reflected on the curb 
after the close of the exchange. Bids were 
made at 86%c, and offers at the closing 
2 876087. Toward the close Champ- 

n unloaded an estimated line of 700,000 bu, 
and other big sellers were John Barrett and 
Comstock. Love, Brosseau, McIntire, and 
Wrenn also wers credited with dumping mod- 
erate amounts. Bartlett-Frazier were men- 
tioned among the buyers on the dips. 


Corn Displays Steadiness. 

About the only feature in the corn market 
Was the steadiness in the face of the weak- 
mess in wheat, Trading was light, and the 
range was ofatrifiing character. A bolster- 
ing influence was the forecast of unsettled 
weather in the belt. Liverpool, after ruling 
a shade weaker at the start, firmed to a 
close of hd higher. The Argentine exports 
for the week were 496,000 bu, compared to 
$01,000 bu last week and 950,000 bu last year. 
In Liverpool the larger arrivals partly offset 
the effects of the lighter shipments from 
Argentina. The cash markets were prac- 
tically unchanged, the sales here aggregating 
150,000 bu, and those at the seaboard 144,000 
bu. Clearances were 829,000 bu. Local re- 
celpts were 261 cars, the estimate for today 
being 200 cars. Primary shipments were 
918,000 bu, against 537,000 bu last year. 
Country acceptances were light. Woodbury 
and Armour figured among the buyers. The 
close showed 1-16c off for May and unchanged 
for July and September. 


Little Change in Oats. 


The oats market held about steady all day, 
ehlefly because of light arrivals and a con- 
tinued good demand from exporters. New 
York reported 100,000 bu sold for Sport, the 
local cash sales being 215,000 bu. The sea- 
board cleared 4,000 bu. The estimated local 
receipts for today are 106 cars. The weakness 
in wheat was a depressing influence. The 
close was 1-100 off for May and July. 


Covering in Lard. 

Provisions weakened a little at the cl 
efter holding steady all through the nfo va 
There was rather liberal covering in lard, 
Which closed unchanged. Pork wound up 
23%@5c lower and ribs showed a decline of 20. 
There appeared to be some buying for pack- 
ere. The local arrivals of hogs—36,000—ran 
6,000 over the estimate. Shipments of meats 
and lard hence showed decreases of 220,000 
and 210,000 Ibs respectively, as compared to 
those of a year ago. The estimated receipts 
of hogs for today are 25,000 head. 


Sharp Decline in Flax. 

Flaxseed suffered a further decline in 
prices of 2030 in sympathy with ‘weakness 
in European and northwestern markets. The 
Faction of the last two days was consid- 
ered due in view of the rapid advance in 
prices the last few weeks.

Nearly all of the private wire commis- 
sion houses are favorably inclined towards 
the new commission rule. As it is estimated 
that under the proposed brokerage rule the 
cost to them of transacting the same amount 
of business they do now will be about four 
times what they pay at present in salaries, 
they argue that they are taking the greatest 
chance under the new rule. It is statedthat 
twelve of the largest commission houses 
would be obliged to pay out more than $1,000,- 
000 a year than at present. “If the big 
houses can afford to take that much risk,’ 
said a leading broker, “it would seem as 
though the average trader need not be 
alarmed over the prospect. In my opinion, 
the business under the new rule will be as 
well if not better distributed than at present, 
and every trader will get his share. It do not 
think the fear that business will be concen- 


E. W. Wagner on grains and provisions: 
“There are bull arguments on which one 
will do well to buy wheat on good breaks, and 
bearish figures on which one should sell it 
out at a profit until the situation changes 
decidedly. Wheat is a speculative invest- 
ment around 870 for May, and above 90c it 
is a prospective sale. Corn and oats are a 
sale at present prices, but the time is hardly 
ripe for them to break. The premium is 
paying the country dealer to delay delivery 
on corn. This situation is a guarantee to 
the short that he is on the right side and 
needs only to be patient and firm One 
should not sell coarse grains if he is to let 
himself be run in on every fractional ad- 
vance. One should exercise his bull prociivi- 
tles in provisions now. There is a natural 
situation that the manipulators cannot break 
down and keep prices there to suit them- 
selves.”’ 


Only a scattering few of McReynolds & 
Co’s. open trades remained to be closed out 
by Pringle, Fitch & Rankin in yesterday's 
session on the board of trade. The small 
importance of the firm’s trading in futures 
is shown by the fact that the market scarce- 
ly quivered when the bulk of the business 
was cleared away by Pringle, Fitch & Rankin 
late in the session of the day of the fail- 
ure. The principal effect of the failure on the 
trading floor yesterday was a little unrest 
on the part of a majority and a partial un- 
seating of confidence on the part of a few 
of the more timorous little fellows.” Every 
one recognizes the unsatisfactory condition 
of the grain trade, and the problem solvers 
are trying to clarify the atmosphere. Un- 
developed solutions are suggested by many, 
but no one has yet hit upon a means that 
will meet with general approval.

Comparatively few 
statements of damage were reported from 
any cause, and ag a rule the damage was 
small. It was stated that farmers did not

consider that damage by freezing and thaw- 
ing was probable before Febfuary or March. 
Kentucky and Tenmessee reported poor 
stands and fly in the wheat. The most gen- 
eral complaint was from Texas, which wae 
that excessive rains had lowered the condl- 
tion of the crop. Taken as a whole, the re- 
ports from the winter wheat belt indicate a 
satisfactory position of the crop.” 


Advices from Minneapolis and Milwaukee 
indicated a slackening of the flour demand 
The Weshburn-Croaby company yesterday 
closed their C' mill, one of the largest in 
Minnesota, for an indefinite period. A Min- 
neapolis dispatch to Ware-Leland said: 
Mills propose to start running heavier next 
week to clean up orders booked for February 
shipment. They hope business will develop 
to keep this up, but present bookings do not 
reflect this.“ F. C. Aldrich had a message 
from a Minneapolis miller saying: ‘ All bids 
on flour from Liverpool in last three days 
have been withdrawn.” Another message 
from Milwaukee to Gifford said: “ We can- 
not get shipping directions on flour and be 
lieve east is full of flour shipped before close 
of navigation,” 


“ Bull hopes are apparently centered upon 
foreign developments, possibly causing a re- 
vival in the export demand,“ say Sidney C. 
Love & Co. That there is some merit in 
this hope, cannot be denied, but go far, it is 
still in its promissory stage. The revent large 
clearances represent accumulated business, 
and new contracts are scarce. In the méan- 
time, Canada continues to undersell us at a 
prohibitive discount, which immediate pros- 
pects show little chance of eliminating. Un- 
lese this disparity between and 
American wheat oan be overcome, we can 
see no logical argument to offset that of rap- 
idly acoumulating supplies, and consider the 
bull position largely a theoretical one. 

Watson & Co., Minneapolis, wired Wrenn 
& Co.: “Northwest wheat receipts show 
a decrease today from last year. Receipts 
will run lighter for the future, but they 
are expected to hold up well to last year’s 
run, the reason being that some of the eleva- 
tor companies at the difference of 2c under 
May are willing to pay a tax, trusting to a 
cash premium later to give them a profit. 
Minneapolis wheat stocks will not decrease 
much for several weeks. Minneapolis ca- 
pacity is practically taken. Effort is being 
made to get out coarse grains to make room 
for wheat. Flax stocks increased 850,000 
bu for the week. 


Joseph Jackson continued his bearish argu- 
ment with: One of the best indications 
that the present wheat situation is bearish 
is evidenced by the way J uly wheat is creep- 
ing up on May. The reason is that there 
is a stock of contract wheat here upon 
which carrying charges must be paid. Min- 
neapolis, owing to its large stock of contract 
wheat, already has almost a full carrying 
charge, July wheat here will sell ata pre- 
mium over May.”

Realising in Progress Seemed Not to 
Affect Advances in Other Quarters

New York, Jan. 19.—[Special.]—There was 
a variety in the market dealings today, and 
the general trend of prices was higher. A 
number of prominent standard stocks made 
conspicuous movements. Points of strength 
constantly developed without any regard to 
the realizing in progress at other points, 
which caused some irregularity in the price 
movement at different times. There was lit- 
tle news to account for the action of the 


market, but it was broadly based on the 


heavy increase in the money market sup- 
plies by reason of the great accumulation of 
cash resources at New York now in progress. 

The preliminary of the week's currency 
movement gives promise that tomorrow’s 
bank statement will disclose a cash gain 
which will compare favorably with lest 
week’s great increase.

The most conspicuous feature in today’s 
market was Reading, which responded vio- 
lently to a resumption of operations by the 
pool in the stock which conducted its pre- 
vious brilliant advance. This was exceeded 
widely by today’s'spurt. The jump in Ana- 
conda was accompanied by rumors of the 
practical cornering of the stock by interests 
affiliated with the present controlling inter- 
est.
